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EXECUTIVE SUMMARY

Leighton and Associates, Inc. (Leighton) performed a Phase I Environmental Site Assessment
(ESA) of the proposed residential development, public facilities, and park at the former Irvine
Ranch Water District (IRWD), Lake Forest, California (referred to as the “subject property” —
Figure 1, Site Location Map). The purpose of this ESA was to attempt to identify, to the extent
feasible pursuant to the processes prescribed in ASTM International (ASTM) E1527-05,
recognized environmental conditions (RECs) in connection with the subject property.
Exceptions to, or deletions from, this practice are deseribed in Section 1.5 of the Phase 1 ESA
report. The scope of work for this Phase I ESA included: records review; site reconnaissance;
interviews; and report preparation.,

Based on historical records, the northern portion of the subject property (proposed residential
area) appeared to have consisted of vacant land that may have been used for agricultural
purposes prior to 1990. Portions of the Baker Filtration Plant (IRWD Facility) to the south of the
proposed residential structures on the subject property appeared to have been constructed by at
least 1977. The proposed park area of the subject property appeared to have a pond located on it
in 1977 and the pump features appeared to have been constructed by at least 1989, The IRWD
administration building was constructed in the west-central portion of the subject property in
1990,

A search of selected government databases was conducted by Leighton using the EDR® Radius
Report and the subject property was identified in the report. Los Alisos Water District, 20996
Marin, was listed on the Haznet database that records facility and manifest data. The waste
categories included waste oil and mixed oil, paint sludge, inorganic solid waste, unspecified
solvent mixture waste, and laboratory waste chemicals. Based on the site usage of 20996 Marin
as an IRWD administrative office, it is likely that these wastes were associated with the IRWD
Baker Filtration Plant located on the property at 21082 Wisteria. The waste manifests reviewed
for 21082 Wisteria at the Orange County Health Care Agency (OCHCA) are similar with the
wastes listed above. Based on the interviews stating that no hazardous materials were known to
have been used on the subject property, the site history, and the files reviewed, this listing is
considered to have low potential to negatively impact the subject property.

A leaking underground storage tank (LUST) was listed in the EDR® Radius Report and Geotracker
for Los Alisos Water District, 21082 Wisteria, located approximately 500 feet south of the planned
residential development. A release was discovered on August 30, 1989 during tank closure
activities and was reportedly diesel fuel oil and additives that affected soil only. The case was
closed on February 28, 1990. Based on the location, the closed status of the UST, and that it
affected soils only, it is expected to have low potential to negatively impact the subject property.
77
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The V.P. Baker Filtration Plant, Palmwood North of Peachwood, was listed as operating three
USTs. Two of the USTs were reported to have been 1,000 gallons in capacity and installed in
1980, one containing unleaded fuel and the other premium fuel. The installation date of the third
UST was not reported and it was listed as a 1,000 gallon UST containing diesel fuel. The removal
dates for the USTs were not listed.

The IRWD did not provide any information regarding present or former USTs located on the
subject property or at the maintenance facility located at 21082 Wisteria. There was no
information regarding these USTs on file with the OCHCA. The OCHCA only had records
pertaining to a 600 gallon waste water UST that was removed from the Baker Filtration Plant
located at 21082 Wisteria in 2002. In addition, the previous LUST listing indicated that a diesel
UST was removed in 1989, soils were impacted, and the case was closed in 1990. No information
was available regarding soil testing when the three USTs were removed; however, it appears that
the former USTs were likely located at 21082 Wisteria, the IRWD (former Baker Filtration Plant)
maintenance arca. It is considered unlikely that these USTs were located on the subject property,
due to the known site use of the property, and they are expected to have a low probability to
adversely affect the subject property; however, evidence of USTs or releases should be observed
during grading operations.

Leighton has performed a Phase 1 ESA in accordance with the scope and limitations of ASTM
Practice E 1527-05 of the proposed residential development, public facilities, and park at the
former IRWD facility located in Lake Forest, California, the subject property. Exceptions to, or
deletions from this practice are described in Section 1.5 of this report. This assessment has
revealed no evidence of RECs in connection with the property with the exception of the
following:

e The historical agricultural use of the subject property indicates possible pesticide use.
Based upon the findings of this Phase | ESA, Leighton recommends:

¢ Perform sampling of near surface soils in the vicinity of the proposed residential
developments to determine if agricultural use has impacted the subsurface soil.

e In general, observations should be made during any future development activitics for features
of concern or areas of possible contamination such as, but not limited to, the presence of
underground facilities, buried debris, waste drums, tanks, soil staining or odorous soils.
Further investigation and analysis may be necessary, should such materials be encountered.

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1.0 INTRODUCTIOMN
Authorization

Leighton and Associates, Inc. (Leighton) performed a Phase 1 Environmental Site
Assessment (ESA) of the proposed residential development, public facilities, and park at
the former Irvine Ranch Water District (IRWD), Lake Forest, California (referred to as
the “subject property” — Figure 1, Site Location Map). The Phase 1 ESA was conducted
in accordance with our proposal dated January 25, 2008 and Lewis Investment
Companies authorization dated March 24, 2008, References are included in Appendix A
and Site Photos are included in Appendix B.

Purpose

The purpose of the Phase I ESA was to identify, to the extent feasible pursuant to the
processes prescribed in ASTM  International (ASTM) EI1527-05, recognized
environmental conditions (RECs) in connection with the subject property. RECs are
defined as: the presence or likely presence of any hazardous substances or petroleum
products on a property under conditions that indicate an existing release, a past release,
or a material threat of a release of any hazardous substances or petroleum products into
structures on the property or into the ground, groundwater, or surface water of the
property. The term includes hazardous substances or petroleum products even under
conditions in compliance with laws. The term is not intended to include de minimus
conditions that generally do not present a threat to human health or the environment and
that generally would not be the subject of an enforcement action if brought to the
attention of appropriate governmental agencies. Conditions determined to be de
minimus are not recognized environmental conditions (ASTM 1527-05, 2005).

Scope of Work

The scope of work was performed in accordance with Leighton’s proposal and included
the following tasks:

» A reconnaissance-level visit of the subject property for evidence of release(s) of
hazardous materials and petroleum products and to assess the potential for onsite
releases of hazardous materials and petroleum products.

« Records Review (including review of previous environmental reports, selected
governmental databases, and historical review).

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« Interviews.

« Preparation of a report presenting our findings.

Significant Assumptions

Leighton assumes that the information provided by the Client, regulatory database
provider, and regulatory agencies is true and reliable.

Limitations and Exceptions

Site-specific activities performed by Leighton and information collected regarding these
activities are summarized in the following scctions. The findings of this ESA are
presented in Section 7.0. Opinions, and conclusions drawn by Leighton, based on the
information collected as part of the ESA, are presented in Sections 8.0 and 9.0,
respectively.

This Phase 1 ESA was conducted in a manner consistent with that level of care and skill
ordinarily exercised by members of the profession currently practicing in the same
locality under similar conditions.

The interior of the former administrative office building was located and unable to be
thoroughly inspected during the site reconnaissance.

The observations and conclusions presented in this report are professional opinions based
on the scope of activities, work schedule, and information obtained through the ESA
described herein. Opinions presented herein apply to subject property conditions existing
at the time of our study and cannot necessarily be taken to apply to subject property
conditions or changes that we are not aware of or have not had the opportunity to
evaluate. It must be recognized that conclusions drawn from these data are limited to the
amount, type, distribution, and integrity of the information collected at the time of the
investigation, the methods utilized to collect and evaluate the data, and that a full and
complete evaluation of environmental risks cannot be made. Although Leighton has
taken steps to obtain true copies of available information, we make no representation or
warranty with respect to the accuracy or completeness of this information.

This practice does not address whether requirements in addition to all appropriate inquiry

have been met in order to qualify for the landowner liability protections including the

This scope of work
did not include items such as testing of electrical equipment for the presence of
polychlorinated biphenyls (PCBs) or collection of other environmental samples, such as,
water, soil, building materials, or paint; assecssment of natural hazards such as naturally
occurring asbestos, radon gas, methane gas, or mold; assessment of the potential presence
of radionuclides, biological agents, or lead in drinking water; assessment of indoor air
quality (such as vapor intrusion assessment); or assessment of nonchemical hazards such
as the potential for damage from carthquakes or floods, presence of wetlands, or the
presence of endangered species or wildlife habitats. This Phase I ESA also did not
include an extensive assessment of the environmental compliance status of the subject
property or of businesses operating at the subject property, or a health-based risk
assessment.

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2.0 SITE DESCRIPTION

Location and Legal Description

The subject property consists of approximately 44 acres located south of Commerce Centre
Drive and Biscayne Bay Drive (Figure 2, Site Plan). The assessor’s parcel number (APN)
104-132-36 is associated with the subject property and the legal description is “RO
CANADA DE LOS ALISOS LOT 10 POR OF LOT TR 671". The APN map and property
detail report is included in Appendix C (NETR Online, 2008).

Subject Pro nd Vicini i

The subject property consists of a portion of an Irvine Ranch Water District (IRWD)
facility, formerly managed by the Los Alisos Water District (LAWD) and referred to as the
Baker Filtration Plant. The IRWD and the LAWD merged in 2001. The IRWD facility
property is shown on Figure 2, Site Plan, and the subject property for this report is outlined.
The IRWD will maintain ownership of the water reservoirs, structures, and pump houses
located to the south of the subject property (21082 and 21084 Wisteria). A portion of the
southern part of the IRWD facility property is proposed to be developed with park features.
The Conceptual Site Plan for the subject property is included in Appendix D and shows the
proposed redevelopment of the arca. The redevelopment has not been finalized and may
change; however, the colored portions of the plan does show the subject property outline.

A former IRWD administrative office building is located at the southwestern portion of
parcel 104-132-36 (20996 Marin), and the remainder of the subject property consists
primarily of vacant vegetated land, with the exception of pump structures located at the
southern corner of the subject property and the IRWD facility property. The subject
property slopes towards the south with a maximum topographic relief of approximately 100
feet. The surrounding vicinity consists generally of office and commercial structures to the
north and east, and by hilly vacant land and residential developments to the southeast,
south, and west.

The subject property was formerly used by the IRWD for administrative office purposes;
however a large portion of the site was vacant land and portions are protected natural
habitat. The administrative office building is now vacant and the proposed redevelopment
for the property includes residential development and public facilities. The IRWD pump
stations are to the south.

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A main paved access road starts at the southern end of Biscayne Bay Drive (the
northwestern portion of the property) and runs through the site in the north-south
direction, curves and turns into the east-west direction and ends at approximately the
western end of Indian Ocean Drive. A former office building and parking lot is located
on the western portion of the subject property. A number of unlined and concrete-lined
drainage channels and drains are located throughout the subject property. Two pump
houses, a turnout, and a pad-mounted transformer are located at the southern comer of
the IRWD facility property, in the location of the proposed park.

Current Uses of Adjoining Properties

The adjacent properties to the northwest are occupied by office parks and to the north by
office/warchouse business parks. Sunstate Equipment Company is located to the cast of the
subject property, at the eastern terminus of Indian Ocean Drive. Between the proposed
residential and public facilitics (City Hall) portion of the subject property to the north and
the proposed park to the south, there exists two large water UST reservoirs, two water
ASTS, and IRWD support structures (warchouses and former maintenance yard). The
remaining adjacent sites consist of vacant land and residential dwellings,

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4.0 RECORDS REVIEW

Physical Setting Source(s)

Leighton reviewed pertinent maps and readily available literature for information on the
physiography and hydrogeology of the subject property. A summary of this information
is presented in the following subsections.

Topography

The subject property is located within Township 6 South, Range 8 West, Sections
Il and 14 within Lake Forest, Orange County, California. Topographic map
coverage was provided in the EDR® Historical Topographic Map Report dated
March 31, 2008 (Appendix F). Based on the United States Geological Survey
(USGS) “El Toro™ Quadrangle (1997) included in the EDR® Topographic Map
Report, one structure was depicted onsite (the former administrative building).
Three tanks and two buildings were depicted at the primary IRWD facility
location, as well as a structure at the southern corner of the IRWD property (pump
house location). The topography of the subject property slopes generally toward
the south with a maximum elevation of approximately 700 feet above mean sea
level (MSL) at the northern portion of the subject property and 600 feet above MSL
in the southern portion of the proposed residential development area. The southern
tip of the IRWD facility is located at approximately 540 feet above MSL.

Surface Water

There are numerous unlined and concrete lined drainage channels located on the
subject property and the IRWD facility property.

Serrano Creek is located adjacent to the IRWD facility property and extends from the
southern tip and parallels the property boundary towards the northeast.

Geology and Soils

The project site is located within the Peninsular Ranges geomorphic provinee, in
a transitional area between the foothills of the Santa Ana Mountains and the
adjacent Tustin Plain. The Peninsular Ranges geomorphic province extends 900
miles southward from the Los Angeles Basin to the tip of Baja California and is
characterized by clongated northwest-trending mountain ranges separated by
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sediment-floored valleys. The most dominant structural features of the province
are the northwest trending fault zones, most of which die out, merge with, or are
terminated by the steep reverse faults at the southern margin of the Transverse
Ranges geomorphic province. North and northeast of the site are the northwest-
trending Santa Ana Mountains, a large range, which has been uplifted on its
castern side along the Whittier-Elsinore Fault Zone, producing a tilted, irregular
highland that slopes westward toward the sea (Yerkes et al., 1965).

The borings and test pits advanced during the concurrent geotechnical exploration
encountered documented and undocumented artificial fill, Quaternary-aged
alluvium and colluvium, and sandstone from the Oso member of the Capistrano
Formation (Leighton, 2008). As observed within the excavations onsite during
the concurrent geotechnical exploration, the sandstone is fine to medium grained,
poorly cemented, oxidized, friable, and contains lenses of coarser grained sand
and cobble to small boulder size, very well cemented concretions (Leighton,
2008). Bedrock at the site is classified as belonging to the Oso Member of the
Capistrano Formation. This formation is late Miocene to carly Pliocene age
marine sandstone.

Hydrogeology

Groundwater was not encountered in any of the borings or test pits advanced
during the concurrent geotechnical investigation, to the maximum depth of 80.4
feet below ground surface (bgs) (Leighton, 2008). Historically, the high
groundwater table is estimated to be at a depth of approximately 10 to 20 feet bgs
within the canyon bottoms (CDMG, 2001).

According to the EDR® Radius Report (Appendix G), a well located approximately
0.7 miles south-southwest of the subject property was measured to be 47 feet bgs on
June 3, 1992, and the groundwater gradient was reported to be toward the west.

il as Fi

The subject property is located primarily within Township 6 South, Range 8 West,
Sections |1 and 14. Leighton reviewed the California Department of Conservation,
Division of Oil, Gas, and Geothermal Resources (DOGGR) online Regional Oilfield
Map W1-4 (DOGGR, 2005). Four plugged and abandoned dry holes, CalResources
LLC *El Toro Corchole’ 13, 17, and 18, and Morton and Sons ‘El Toro Co.” 14-1.
Leighton determined that one well, Morton and Sons ‘El Toro Co.’ 14-1 was located
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near or possibly on the proposed project site. On April 4, 2008, Leighton requested
information from Dee Trailer at DOGGR. The DOGGR records are included in
Appendix H.

According to the DOGGR records, the oil well drilling was commenced on October
31, 1947 and completed on January 14, 1948 to a depth of 6,529 feet bgs. The well
was reported to never have produced and was plugged on November 5, 1948, The
location of the well was listed as 450 feet south and 2450 feet west from the
northeast comer of projected Section 14 in Township 6 South and Range 8 West, at
an clevation 591.2 feet above MSL. According to these coordinates, the plugged and
abandoned dry oil well appears to be located approximately adjacent to the west of
the Baker Filtration Plant buildings (Figure 3, Oil Well Location Map). 1t is possible
that the well could be located on the former IRWD property; however, it does not
appear to be located in the area of the proposed residential or public facilitics
development.  If, however, an abandoned oil well is encountered during
redevelopment activities; it may be necessary to re-abandon the well to current
DOGGR regulations.

Standard Envi rd Sources

A search of sclected government databases was conducted by Leighton using the EDR”
Radius Report, dated March 28, 2008. Details of the database scarch along with
descriptions of cach database researched are provided in the EDR® Radius Report
(Appendix G). The report meets the government records search requirements of ASTM
E1527-05 Standard Practice for Environmental Site Assessments: Phase | Environmental
Site Assessment Process. The database listings were reviewed within the specified radii
established by the ASTM E1527-05. In addition, specific EDR” Site Reports were
prepared for listings associated with 20996 Marin (1 report) and 21082 Wisteria (4
reports), and these are also included in Appendix G.

4,2.1 Subject Property

The subject property was identified in the EDR” Radius Report.

1) Los Alisos Water District, 20996 Marin, was listed on the Haznet database
that records facility and manifest data. The waste category was listed as
oil/water separation sludge, waste oil and mixed oil, aqueous solution with
less than 10% total organic residues, unspecified oil-containing waste, paint
sludge, other organic solids, alkaline solution without metals (pH > 12.5), off-
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specification, aged, or surplus inorganics, other inorganic solid waste,
unspecified solvent mixture waste, and laboratory waste chemicals. Based on
the site usage of 20996 Marin as an IRWD administrative office, it is likely
that these wastes were associated with the IRWD Baker Filtration Plant
located on the property at 21082 Wisteria. The waste manifests reviewed for
21082 Wisteria at the Orange County Health Care Agency (OCHCA) are
consistent with the wastes listed above as reported in the EDR™ Radius
Report, and are not considered likely to have negatively impacted the subject

property.
4.2.2 Offsite
Federal National Priority List (NPL) List: The Environmental Protection

Agency’s (EPA) NPL of uncontrolled or abandoned hazardous waste sites was
reviewed for sites within a 1.0 mile radius of the subject property. To appear on
the NPL, sites must have met or surpassed a predetermined hazard ranking system
score, been chosen as a State’s top priority site, pose a significant health or
environmental threat, or be a site where the EPA has determined that remedial
action is more cost effective than removal action. The database search identified
one NPL property, the El Toro MCAS, within a 1.0 mile radius of the subject
property. The El Toro MCAS property is discussed at the end of this section.

Delisted NPL List: The National Qil and Hazardous Substances Pollution
Contingency Plan (NCP) establishes the criteria the EPA uses to delete sites from
the NPL. In accordance with 40 CFR 300.425.(¢), sites may be deleted from the
NPL where no further response is appropriate. The database scarch did not
identify delisted NPL facilities located within a 1.0 mile radius of the subject

property.

Federal CERCLIS List: The EPA’s Comprehensive Environmental Response,
Compensation, and Liability Information System (CERCLIS) listings were
reviewed to determine if sites within a 0.5 mile radius of the subject property are
listed for investigation. The CERCLIS database identifies hazardous waste sites
that require investigation and possible remedial action to mitigate potential
negative impacts on human health or the environment. The database search
identified one CERCLIS facility, the El Toro MCAS, within (.50 miles of the
subject property. The El Toro MCAS property is discussed at the end of this

section.
X
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CERCLIS-NFRAP: As of February 1995, CERCLIS sites designated as No Further
Remedial Action Planned (NFRAP) have been removed from CERCLIS, NFRAP
sites may be sites where, following an initial investigation, no contamination was
found, contamination was removed quickly without the need for the site to be placed
on the NPL, or the contamination was not serious enough to require Federal
Superfund action or NPL consideration. EPA has removed approximately 25,000
NFRAP sites to lift the unintended barriers to the redevelopment of these properties
and has archived them as historical records so EPA does not needlessly repeat the
investigations in the future. This policy change is part of the EPA’s Brownfields
Redevelopment Program to help cities, states, private investors and affected citizens
to promote economic redevelopment of unproductive urban sites. The database
search did not identify any CERCLIS-NFRAP facilities within 0.5 miles radius of
the subject property.

Federal RCRA List: The current RCRA Notifiers List was reviewed to determine
if RCRA trecatment, storage, or disposal sites (TSDs) are located within a 0.50
mile radius of the subject property. The database search identified one RCRA
TSD facility, the El Toro MCAS, within 0.50 miles of the subject property. The
El Toro MCAS property is discussed at the end of this section.

The RCRA Corrective Action Sites List is maintained for sites, which are
undergoing *a corrective action.” A corrective action order is issued when there
has been a release of hazardous waste constituents into the environment from a
RCRA facility. The database search identified one RCRA Corrective Action
facility, the El Toro MCAS, within a 1.0 mile radius of the subject property. The
El Toro MCAS property is discussed at the end of this section.

The RCRA regulated hazardous waste generator notifiers list was reviewed o
determine if RCRA generator facilities are adjoining the subject property. The
database search identified one RCRA Small Quantity Generator (SQG) located
adjacent to the subject property.

1) Los Alisos Water District, 21082 Wisteria. No information is reported
regarding the waste generated. [t appears likely that the Haznet info reported
for the Los Alisos Water District at 20996 Marin is associated with the RCRA
SQG waste generated from the Los Alisos Water District, Baker Filtration
Plant maintenance facility located at 21082 Wisteria. Based on the small
quantity of materials generated, it is unlikely that this facility would
negatively affect the subject property.
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Calsites Database: The Department of Toxic Substances Control (DTSC) Calsites
database contains potential or confirmed hazardous substance release properties.
The Calsites Database is no longer updated by the state agency and has been
replaced by ENVIROSTOR. The database search did not identify any Calsites
facilities within a one mile radius of the subject property.

Solid Waste Information System (SWIS): This database of solid waste facilities
and landfills (SWF/LF), provided by the State Integrated Waste Management

Board, consists of active, closed, and inactive landfills. The database search did
not identify any SWF/LF facilities within a 0.50 mile radius of the subject

property.

Underground Storage Tank (UST) Sites: The California State Water Resources
Control Board (SWRCB) UST inventory list was reviewed to determine if any
USTs are located adjacent to the subject property. The database search identified
one UST facility adjacent to the subject property.

1) Baker (LAWD), 21082 Wisteria. No information is reported regarding this
UST. There is additional information regarding USTs for this address under
the HIST UST section and Section 4.3.1, Orange County Health Care Agency
(OCHCA) records.

Leaking Underground Storage Tank (LUST) Sites: The EPA maintains lists of
information pertaining to reported LUSTs in the state. The database search
identified one LUST facility within one-half mile of the subject property.

1) Los Alisos Water District, 21082 Wisteria, located approximately 500 feet
south of the planned residential development. A release was discovered on
August 30, 1989 during tank closure activities and was reportedly diesel fucl
oil and additives, Nos. 1-D, 2-D, 2-4, that affected soil only. The case was
closed on February 28, 1990, No information on any fuel USTs was reviewed
in the file provided by the OCHCA for 21082 Wisteria.

According to Ms Annette Subriar from the Regional Water Quality Control
Board (RWQCB), they did not have any files for 21082 Wisteria. The
Geotracker database maintained by the RWQCB for LUST sites was reviewed
on April 11, 2008, and the file listed above was available for 21082 Wisteria.
The site location was plotted at Wisteria and Azalea (the location of the
IRWD Maintenance Facility) and case was listed as closed.

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According to a file review conducted at the Orange County Health Care
Agency (OCHCA) on April 9, 2008, a former 600-gallon water UST had been
associated with 21082 Wisteria; however, there was no information regarding
any current or former diesel USTs.

Based on the closed status of the UST and that it affected soils only, it is not
expected to negatively impact the subject property.

California Facility Inventory Database (CA FID): The CA FID contains active

and inactive underground storage tank locations. The source is the SWRCB. The
databasc search identified no CA FID facilities located on or adjacent to the
subject property.

Historical UST Registered Database (HIST UST): A review of the HIST UST list
identified one HIST UST facility located adjacent to the subject property.

1) V.P. Baker Filtration Plant, Palmwood North of Peachwood, was listed as
operating three USTs. Two of the USTs were reported to have been 1,000
gallons in capacity and installed in 1980, one containing unleaded fuel and the
other premium fuel. The installation date of the third UST was not reported
and it was listed as a 1,000 gallon UST containing diesel fuel. The removal
dates for the USTs were not listed.

The IRWD did not provide any information regarding present or former USTs
located on the subject property or at the maintenance facility located at 21082
Wisteria. There was no information regarding these USTs on file with the
OCHCA. The OCHCA only had records pertaining to a 600 gallon waste
water UST that was removed from the Baker Filtration Plant located at 21082
Wisteria in 2002, [In addition, the previous LUST listing indicated that a
diesel UST was removed in 1989, soils were impacted, and the case was
closed in 1990. No information was available regarding soil testing when the
three USTs were removed; however, it appears that the former USTs were
likely located at 21082 Wisteria, the IRWD (former Baker Filtration Plant)
maintenance area. It is unlikely that these USTs were located on the subject
property and they are expected to have a low probability to adversely affect
the subject property.
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Statewide Environmental Evaluation and Planning System (SWEEPS): This
underground storage tank listing was updated and maintained by a company
contacted by the SWRCB in the early 1980s. The listing is no longer updated or
maintained. The local agency is the contact for more information on a site on the
SWEEPS list. The database search identified no SWEEPS UST facilities on or on
adjacent to the subject property.

DEED: Site Mitigation and Brownficlds Reuse Program Facility Sites with Deed
Restrictions and Hazardous Waste Management Program Facility Sites with
Deed/Land Use Restriction. The DTSC Site Mitigation and Brownfields Reuse
Program (SMBRP) list includes sites cleaned up under the program’s oversight
and generally does not include current or former hazardous waste facilities that
required a hazardous waste facility permit. The list represents deed restrictions
that are active. Some sites have multiple deed restrictions. The DTSC Hazardous
Waste Management Program (HWMP) has developed a list of current and former
hazardous substances that remain on site after the facility (or part of the facility)
has been closed or cleaned up. The types of land use restriction include deed
notice, deed restrictions, or a land use restriction that binds current and future
owners. The database scarch did not identify DEED facilities on the subject

property.

Voluntary Cleanup Program (VCP): The VCP Properties list contains low threat
level properties with either confirmed or unconfirmed releases and the project
proponents have request that DTSC oversee investigation and/or cleanup
activities and have agreed to provide coverage for DTSC's costs. The database
did not identify VCP facilities within 0.5 mile radius of the subject property.

ENVIROSTOR: The DTSC's ENVIROSTOR database identifies sites that have
known contamination or sites for which there may be reasons to investigate
further. The database includes the following site types: Federal Superfund sites
(i.e. NPL); State Response, including Military Facilities and State Superfund;
VCP; and School sites. ENVIROSTOR provides similar information to the
information that was available in CalSites, and provides additional site
information, including, but not limited to, identification of formerly-contaminated
properties that have been released for reuse, properties where environmental deed
restrictions have been recorded to prevent inappropriate land uses, and risk
characterization information that is used to assess potential impacts to public
health and the environment at contaminated sites. The database did not identify
any ENVIROSTOR facilities within 1.0 mile radius of the subject property.
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Indian Reserve (INDIAN RESERV): The INDIAN RESERV list identifies
Indian administered lands of the United States that have an arca equal to or
greater than 640-acres. The database search did not identify INDIAN RESERV
properties within 1.0mile radius of the subject property.

INDIAN LUST: The INDIAN LUST database lists leaking underground storage
tank locations on Indian Land. The database search did not identify INDIAN
LUST facilities within 0.5 mile radius of the subject property.

INDIAN UST: The INDIAN UST database lists underground storage tank
locations on Indian Land. The database search did not identify INDIAN UST
facilities on the subject property

Unmapped Listings: Several properties were listed within the EDR® Radius
Report as “unmapped listings”. Unmapped listings are properties without a
complete street address and therefore cannot be located on a map. Leighton
reviewed these listings and determined if the properties were possibly located
near the subject property. There were four listings for 21082 Wisteria, which is
located to the south of the proposed residential and civic center development, but
is associated with the proposed park property to the south. Site reports were
obtained for these listings are included with the EDR Radius Report. The results
of the findings are summarized in the above sections.

None of the remaining listings were determined to be located near the subject
property. Based on the information provided in the EDR” Radius Report, the
unmapped sites determined not to be on or near the site unlikely to have the
potential to adversely impact the subject property.

El Toro MCAS: The El Toro MCAS was identified in the EDR" Radius Report
as being listed in the NPL, CERCLIS, RCRA TSD, CORRACTS, as well as other
databases. The MCAS was commissioned in 1943 as a Marine Corps pilot flect
operating facility and in 1950 the station was developed as a master jet station and
permanent center for Marine Corps aviation on the west coast. The Station
operated and maintained military aircraft and ground-support equipment. These
activities generated oils, solvents, paint residues, hydraulic fluid, used batteries,
and other wastes. Wastes were placed in unlined on-Station landfills, and burned
or covered with soil. The first indication of contamination at the Station occurred
during routine water-quality monitoring in 1985, when the Orange County Water
District (OCWD) discovered trichloroethene (TCE) in groundwater at an
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irrigation well located approximately 3,000 feet downgradient of the El Toro
MCAS. In July 1987 the Santa Ana RWQCB issued a cleanup and abatement
order to the Marine Corps and in June 1988, the U.S. EPA recommended adding
the El Toro MCAS to the NPL of the Superfund Program due to volatile organic
compounds (VOC) groundwater contamination at the Station boundary and in the
agricultural wells west of the Station. The El Toro MCAS was added to the NPL
on February 15, 1990. Since that time, numerous environmental assessments and
remediation techniques have been conducted.

The El Toro MCAS was closed on July 2, 1999. Environmental compliance and
restoration activities have continued since Station closure. A variety of
contaminants in the groundwater, soil, surface water, and soil have been
identified. Contaminants in the soil and sediment consisted primarily of low
concentrations  of semi-volatile organic compounds (SVOCs), petroleum
hydrocarbons, pesticides, herbicides, and PCBs. During a Phase I Remedial
Investigation issued in 1994, the source of contamination for regional
groundwater was found to be in the southwest quadrant of the Station, but no
specific source was identified.

Due to the distance of the former El Toro MCAS to the subject property being
located approximately 3,100 feet to the northwest of the subject property, and due
to the northwesterly groundwater gradient indicated on the OCWD Groundwater
Gradient Maps (OCWD, 2006), releases at the former El Toro MCAS are
considered to have low potential to have adversely impacted the subject property.

4.3.1 Reqgulatory Agency Consultations

Leighton requested regulatory records from the agencies listed below for the
following addresses associated with the subject property and/or adjacent properties:
20996 Marin (former IRWD administration building), Lake Forest; 21082 and
21084 Wisteria, Lake Forest (IRWD maintenance yard and treatment facilities). A
request was also made to the Orange County Health Care Agency (OCHCA) and to
the Orange County Fire Authority (OCFA) for records by facility name for the
Baker Filtration Plant, El Toro. The agency response letters are included in
Appendix H.

The SCAQMD online Facility Information Detail (FIND) database, a web tool that
allows searching for public information regarding SCAQMD-regulated facilities,
was reviewed on April 4, 2008, for records associated with the subject property.
According to the FIND database, records were available for 21082 Wisteria. The
permits are summarized in the following table:

Department of Toxic Substance Control (DTSC)

On April 4, 2008, a file review request was forwarded to the DTSC-Cypress
Division and the DTSC-Chatsworth Division via facsimile.

On April 8, 2008, Ms. Julie Johnson of the DTSC-Cypress office indicated via
mail that there were no records for the subject property and on June 18, 2008, Ms.
Vivien Tutaan of the DTSC-Chatsworth division indicated via mail that there wre
no records for the subject property. In addition, on April 23, 2008 Leighton
reviewed the online ENVIROSTOR database that provides information and
documents on over 5,000 DTSC sites. There were no records for the subject
property in the ENVIROSTOR database. The response letter is included in
Appendix H.

On April 4, 2008, the Santa Ana RWQCB was emailed regarding files associated
with the subject property.
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According to Ms. August Lucas who responded via phone on April 28, 2008, the
Santa Ana RWQCB has files for 20996 Marin and no files for the other addresses
requested. According to Ms. Annette Subriar of the Santa Ana RWQCB, the file
was for the Santiago Aqueduct Commission and was enrolled under the diminimus
permit program. According to Ms. Subriar, the file for the Santiago Aqueduct
Commission did not contain any information regarding underground storage tanks
(USTs) or hazardous materials, but was regarding dewatering on the aqueduct at
various locations,

In addition, there was a Water Quality 401 Certification obtained in 1995; however,
due to its age, this file has not been retained. Issuance of a certification means that
the Department of Ecology anticipates that the applicant’s project will comply with
state water quality standards and other aquatic resource protection requirements
under the Department of Ecology's authority.

Orange Coun ealth Care Agen OCH

On April 4, 2008, a file review request was forwarded to the OCHCA via
facsimile.

On April 8, 2008, the OCHCA responded via telephone that a file existed for the
Baker Filtration Plant located at 21082 Wisteria. On April 9, 2008, the OCHCA
file concerning 21082 Wisteria, Lake Forest was reviewed. The site formerly had
a 600-gallon waste water underground storage tank (UST). It is unknown when
the tank was installed. The Xerxes UST was a single walled fiberglass reinforced
plastic (FRP), 600-gallon tank measuring approximately 6.5 feet by 4 feet in
diameter and located approximately 3.5 feet below ground surface.
Approximately 85 feet of piping was present, composed of 2-inch PCV enclosed
in 4-inch FRP. The tank was used as a waste water collection tank, collecting
water used to clean autos and equipment in the cleaning area.

On December 19, 2002 the 600-gallon UST was removed from the facility. The
OCHCA inspector reported the UST to be in good condition with no cracks or
obvious corrosion observed. Soil samples were collected and clean fill was used
to fill the void left by the tank. On January 8, 2003, contractors returned to
remove the remaining piping from the former UST and sump. Soil samples were
collected and sent to Del Mar Labs. Both sets of samples from the tank removal
and the later piping removal showed no soil contamination in the areca
surrounding the former UST.
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The wastes generated at the facility were reported to consist mainly of oily waste
water and oily soil and debris. A waste manifest dated October 5, 2001 shows the
waste materials generated on site to include Waste Flammable Liquids, Waste
Acrosols (Flammable), Waste Propane, and Waste Corrosive Liquids. A manifest
dated October 10, 2001 included Non-RCRA Hazardous Waste Liquid and Non-
RCRA Hazardous Waste Solid in quantities totaling two drums and one poly. A
manifest dated September 25, 2001 was for an oil/water mixture of Non-RCRA
Hazardous Waste Liquid in the amount of 300 gallons.

Copies of waste manifests, the UST removal letter, and a site map are included in
Appendix H. The former UST and all of the hazardous materials appear to be
associated with the maintenance building area of the Baker Filtration Plant and do
not appear to be associated with the subject property, including the proposed park
arca at the southern portion of the site.

State of California Radon Survey

The California Department of Health Services (DHS) maintains an online database
of California indoor radon levels sorted by zip code. According to this database, 18
radon tests have been conducted within the zip code of 92630 (the subject
property's zip code), Of these 18 tests, none detected radon above the EPA action
level of 4 picoCuries per liter (pCi/L) (DHS, 2005).

In addition, the EDR® Radius Report indicates that Orange County is located in
EPA Radon Zone 3. According to the EPA, buildings in zone 3 typically have
radon levels less than 2 pCi/L. Therefore, the potential for clevated levels of
naturally occurring radon at the subject property appears to be low.

4.3.2 Previous Environmental Assessment Reports

Leighton did not review any previous environmental assessment reports as part of
this project.

istorical nifi ion on th

Leighton reviewed selected historical information on the subject property. These
references were reviewed for evidence of activities, which would suggest the potential
presence of hazardous substances at the subject property and to evaluate the potential for
the subject property to be impacted by offsite sources of contamination. The following
paragraphs are a chronological summary of the review.
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Aerial Photographs

Historical aerial photographs were reviewed using the EDR™ Aerial Photo Decade
Package, dated March 31, 2008, for information regarding past site uses. Copies
of the aerial photographs are included in Appendix I. Aecrial photographs were
reviewed for the following years: 1938, 1946, 1953, 1968, 1977, 1989, 1994, and
2002,

In the 1938, 1946, 1953, and 1968 acrial photographs, the subject property and
adjacent sites appeared to be primarily vacant land. An unimproved dirt road
appeared to transect the western portion of the site by at least 1946 and another
through the southern portion by 1968, and a small structure appeared to be located
at the terminus of the road; however, it is unknown what the structure may have
been. The western portion of the subject property appeared to be terraced and
may have been used for agricultural purposes.

In the 1977 aerial photograph, the subject property appeared to be vacant land that
was used for agricultural purposes, with unimproved roads. The ecast-west
trending road appeared to extend further than in the 1968 aerial photograph and
curved into a north-south trending road. The small structure observed in the 1968
aerial photograph at the terminus of the road appeared to still be present. The
adjacent sites to the north, east, and a portion of the western adjacent property
also appeared to be used for agricultural purposes. The adjacent site to the south
appeared to be occupied by buildings and an AST that are presently part of the
IRWD facility. The present location of the southern water AST appeared to not
yet have been constructed and may have been a water pond, as well as another
pond feature (possible water storage or treatment) in the southern corner of the
IRWD property.

In the 1989 aerial photograph, large portions of the subject property appeared to
be undergoing grading activities. Unimproved roads appeared to transcct portions
of the site. No structures appear to be present on the subject property.

The adjacent site and surrounding vicinity to the north appeared to be undergoing
grading activities, The adjacent property to the east appeared to be occupied by a
strip of vacant vegetated land followed by residential dwellings. The adjacent
property to the south appeared to be occupied by the IRWD facility and the
current two sixteen million water AST reservoirs appeared to be undergoing
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installation. The adjacent property to the west appeared to be occupied by
residential dwellings and vacant vegetated land.

In the 1994 aerial photograph, grading activities appeared to have ceased and a
large portion of the subject property, excluding portions of the site perimeter,
appeared to be occupied by fill material. A commercial structure (the former
administrative building) was located at the southwestern portion of the subject
property.

Grading activities appeared to be complete to the north of the subject property,
and paved roads had been laid; however, no structure had been constructed. The
remaining adjacent properties appeared to be relatively unchanged from the 1989
aerial photograph.

In the 2002 aerial photograph, the subject property and surrounding vicinity
appeared to be relatively unchanged from the 1994 aerial photograph, with the
exception of the arca to the north where abundant commercial construction had
been completed. An office park bordered the subject property to the northwest
and commercial and/or industrial warchouse structures bordered the subject
property to the north and northeast.

Historical Topographic Maps

Historical topographic maps, provided in the EDR" Historical Topographic Map
Report dated December 10, 2007, were reviewed for information regarding past
site uses. Topographic map coverage of the subject property vicinity is provided
by EDR™ Historical Topographic Map Report Southern California Quadrangle
(1901), Corona Quadrangle (1902), and El Toro Quadrangle (1968, 1978, 1981,
1982, and 1997). Copies of the maps have been provided in Appendix F.

In the 1901 and 1902 topographic maps, no structures, roads, or wells were
identified onsite or any adjacent sites.

In the 1968 topographic map, an unimproved north-south trending road was
depicted along the western portion of the subject property and an east-west
trending road through the southern portion of the proposed redevelopment area.
A small unidentified structure appeared to be located at the terminus of the east-
west trending unimproved road.
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No structures were depicted on the surrounding property with the exception of a
small structure located immediately south of the IRWD facility property and
another at the eastern edge, with orchard property trending southwest-northeast
along the property boundary, following the course of Serrano Creek. A “Drill
Hole"” was identified to the west of where the current IRWD structures are located
at 21082 Wisteria,

In the 1978 topographic map, the subject property and surrounding vicinity
appeared to be relatively unchanged from the 1968 map, with the exception that
three structures were depicted on the southern portion of the IRWD facility
property, at the location of the current structures at 21082 Wisteria. One of the
structures appeared to be the northern water AST.

In the 1981 topographic map, the east-west trending road extended further
through the property and the small structure along the road was no longer
depicted. An additional structure was depicted at the 21082 Wisteria property, as
well as one of the former structures being replaced or added onto as a larger
rectangular structure. Also, an oval feature was depicted at the southern terminus
of the IRWD property, in the location of the proposed park development, and the
pattern indicates that it is a sand or mud pit. The adjacent properties appear to be
relatively unchanged from the 1978 map with the exception that the orchard at the
southeast of the property did not extend as far south as it had previously.

In the 1982 topographic map, the north-south trending road appeared to be paved.
The cast-west trending road appeared to be depicted as it did in the 1978
topographic map, along with the small structure at its terminus. An additional
structure was depicted at the 21082 Wisteria property (appeared to be the small
tank currently located to the southwest of the structures). The larger rectangular
structure depicted in the 1981 map appeared to be similar in configuration to the
structure at the same location in the 1978 map. An additional structure was noted
at the southern terminus of the IRWD property (current pump house location).
An orchard was no longer depicted to the southeast of the IRWD property, but it
was depicted as vegetated land along Serrano Creek.

In the 1997 topographic map, an unimproved north-south trending road was

depicted along the west-central portion of the subject property that merged into an

improved road in the vicinity of a structure (former administrative building). The

small structure from the previous maps shown at the terminus of an east-west

trending unimproved road was no longer depicted and the configuration of

-
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unimproved roads had changed. An additional tank structure was depicted on the
21082 Wisteria property and the circular structures were labeled “tanks”. The
structure to the south of the water tanks that had altered in size between the 1978
and 1982 maps was no longer shown. Structures were not depicted on the
surrounding property with the exception of the commercial or residential
buildings to the cast; however, the green shaded regions may indicate built-up
residential areas.

Fire Insurance Maps

Fire insurance maps, or Sanborn” maps, are detailed city plans showing building
footprints, construction details, use of structure, street address, etc. The maps were
designed to assist fire insurance agents in determining the degree of hazard
associated with a particular property. Sanbom Maps were produced from
approximately 1867 to the present for commercial, industrial, and residential
sections of approximately 12,000 cities and towns in the United States.

According to the EDR” Sanborn Map Report, dated March 28, 2008, Sanborn
Map coverage was not available for the subject property (Appendix J).

City Directories have been published for cities and towns across the US since the
1700s. Originally a list of residents, the City Directory developed into a tool for
locating individuals and businesses in particular. For each street address listed,
the directory recorded the name of the resident or business that operated from this
addresses. While City Directory coverage is usually comprehensive for major
cities, it may be sporadic for rural areas and small towns. The purpose of the City
Directory rescarch was to attempt to determine the businesses that were
historically located onsite.

City Directory information obtained for the subject property and surrounding
vicinity in included in the EDRY City Directory Abstract dated April 8, 2008
(Appendix K). According to the City Directory Abstract, Los Alisos Water
District was listed for 20996 Marin in 1991 and 1996. There were no listings for
21082 or 21084 Wisteria. There were additional listings in the vicinity with the
exception of four residences on Marin.
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Property Tax Files

An assessor’s parcel map and Property Detail Reports were obtained from
Nationwide Environmental Title Research (NETR) on March 28, 2008 and this
information is included in Appendix C.

Recorded Land Title Records

Chain of Title records were not provided by the client and were not reviewed as part
of this assessment.

Building Department, Zoning and/or Land Use Records

Building Department, zoning, and/or land use records were requested from the
Lake Forest Building Department for 20096 Marin and 21082 and 21084
Wisteria. The first address is associated with the former administrative building
and the latter two are associated with the IRWD facility that is located adjacent to
the south of the subject property, as well as the pump houses that are located in
the proposed park redevelopment area at the southern terminus of the IRWD
property. There were no permits associated with 21084 Wisteria. Below is a
summary for the permits on file for the requested address. All of the permits for
21082 Wisteria pertain to the IRWD yard located southeast of Marin and Wisteria
(offsite). The building permits are included in Appendix L.

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Other Historical Sources

Additional resources were not researched as a part of this assessment.

Prior Assessment Usage

No prior assessments were reviewed as part of this study.

Summary of Historical Land Use

Based on historical records, the northern portion of the subject property (proposed
residential area) appeared to have consisted of vacant land that may have been
used for agricultural purposes prior to 1990.  Portions of the Baker Filtration
Plant (IRWD Facility) to the south of the proposed residential structures on the
subject property appeared to have been constructed by at least 1977. The
proposed park area of the subject property appeared to have a pond located on it
in 1977 and the pump features appeared to have been constructed by at least 1989.
The IRWD administration building was constructed in the west-central portion of
the subject property in 1990.
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5.0 SITE RECONNAISSANCE

Methodology and Limiting Conditions

On April 1, 2998, a representative of Leighton, Ms. Meredith Church, a licensed
Professional Geologist, conducted a reconnaissance—level assessment of the subject
property. The site reconnaissance consisted of the observation and documentation of
existing subject property conditions and nature of the neighboring property development
within 0.25-miles of the subject property. Photographs of the subject property are
presented in the Photo Document (Photo Nos. 1-16), Appendix B, and their view
directions and items observed during the site reconnaissance are noted on the Site Plan,
Figure 2.

eneral Site Setti

The subject property consists of approximately 44 acres located south of Commerce Centre
Drive and Biscayne Bay Drive (Figure 1). A former IRWD administrative office building
is located at the southwestern portion of the subject property. The remainder of the site
consists primarily of vacant vegetated land, with the exception of pump structures located at
the southern corner of the subject property and the IRWD facility property. The subject
property slopes towards the south with a maximum topographic relief of approximately 100
feet.

The adjacent properties to the northwest are occupied by office parks and to the north by
office/warchouse business parks. Sunstate Equipment Company is located to the east of the
subject property, at the eastern terminus of Indian Ocean Drive. Between the proposed
residential and public facilities (City Hall) portion of the subject property to the north and
the proposed park to the south, there exists two large water UST reservoirs, two water
ASTS, and IRWD support structures (warchouses and former maintenance yard). The
remaining adjacent sites consist of vacant land and residential dwellings.

5.3.1 I I her Chemical Containers

No hazardous substances, drums, or chemical containers were observed on or
around the subject property.
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Underground Storage Tanks (USTs) and Aboveground Storage Tanks (ASTs)

No USTs or ASTs were observed on the subject property. Two sixteen million
gallon water USTs and two large water ASTs were observed adjacent to the south
of the subject property (Figure 2); they are reservoirs operated by the IRWD. In
addition, a propane AST was observed at the IRWD facility (21082 Wisteria).

Polychlorinated Biphenyls (PCBs)

PCBs were once used as industrial chemicals whose high stability contributed to
both their commercial usefulness and their long-term deleterious environmental
and health effects. PCBs can be present in coolants or lubricating oils used in
older electrical transformers, hydraulic systems, and other similar equipment. In
1979, the USEPA generally prohibited the domestic use of PCBs in electrical
capacitors, electrical transformers, vacuum pumps, hydraulic pumps, and gas
turbines.

Two pad-mounted transformers were observed at the subject property. One was
located to the south of the former administrative building (Photo No. 6) and the
other was located to the north of a pump house located at the southern corner of
the subject property (Photo No. 12). No staining or cracking of the concrete was
observed around the transformers. Based on the date of construction of the
former administrative building in 1990, the transformer is not expected to have
used PCB containing oil. The transformer and the pump house at the southern
portion of the property is reported to remain in operation by the IRWD.

Waste Disposal

A trash bin enclosure was observed to the south of the former administrative
building; however, it did not contain a trash receptacle at the time of the site
reconnaissance (Photo No. 6). No staining cracking of the concrete was observed in
the vicinity of the trash enclosure.

A waste bin was observed to the east of the former administrative building and was
filled with asphalt debris from the preliminary demolition activities.

Dumping

Evidence of dumping was not observed on the subject property.

Mumerous concrete lined and unlined storm water drainage channels and storm
drains were observed at the subject property (Photo Nos. 6 and 12). Two pump
houses were observed at the southern corner of the subject property (Photo Nos.

Staining, Discolored Soils and/or Corrosion

No stained, discolored, or corroded soils or surfaces were observed on the subject
property.

Stressed vegetation was not observed on the subject property.

Unusual odors were not detected on the property.

5.3.11 Onsite Wells

Qil, gas production, or groundwater monitoring wells were not observed or
reported at the subject property.

On April 23, 2008, Mr. Rob Jacobson, the Assistant Treasurer with the IRWD was
interviewed via telephone conversation regarding the subject property. According to Mr.
Jacobson, the Baker Filtration Plant facility located at 21082 Wisteria is not part of the
property transaction to Lewis Homes. Mr. Jacobson stated that the pump house facilities
located at the southern portion of the IRWD facility property, in the area of the proposed
park redevelopment, will remain as is, and that a portion of that area may be dedicated to
the city; however, negotiations are ongoing. Mr. Jacobson was not aware of any
environmental concerns associated with the subject property (areas to be redeveloped for
residential or public facility usage); however, he stated that he was not famihiar with the
operations aspect of the Baker Filtration Plant, and requested another individual to call
Leighton; however, an additional call was never received. Mr. Terry Lumas, Treasurer
with the IRWD agreed with the statements made by Mr. Jacobson.

On April 1, 2008, Mr. Chris Lum, an clectrical instrumentation technician with the
IRWD was orally interviewed regarding the subject property and the IRWD facility
property. Mr. Lum was not aware of any hazardous materials, USTs, or any
environmental concerns associated with the property proposed for redevelopment, and
that the administrative offices had not been used for any other purposes to his knowledge.
Mr. Lum indicated that sodium hypochlorite (strong bleach) was added to the two sixteen
million gallon water UST reservoirs for purification purposes. Mr. Lum stated that the
facility at 21802 Wisteria had a former maintenance facility and that hazardous materials
may have been used there but he was unfamiliar with the former uses of that area.

Leighton did not interview employees with local government agencies to request
information regarding historic and current uses of the subject property with the exception
of those noted in Section 4.2.

6.5 Interviews with Others

Leighton Consulting did not conduct other interviews for this Phase I ESA with the
exception of the User Interview described in Section 3.0.
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7.0 FINDINGS

Leighton and Associates, Inc. (Leighton) performed a Phase I Environmental Site Assessment
(ESA) of the proposed residential development, public facilities, and park at the former Irvine
Ranch Water District (IRWD), Lake Forest, California (Figure 1).

7.2

Onsite

Based on historical records, the northern portion of the subject property (proposed
residential area) appeared to have consisted of vacant land that may have been used for
agricultural purposes prior to 1990. Portions of the Baker Filtration Plant (IRWD
Facility) to the south of the proposed residential structures on the subject property
appeared to have been constructed by at least 1977, The proposed park area of the
subject property appeared to have a pond located on it in 1977 and the pump features
appeared to have been constructed by at least 1989. The IRWD administration building
was constructed in the west-central portion of the subject property in 1990.

A search of selected government databases was conducted by Leighton using the EDR"
Radius Report and the subject property was identified in the report. Los Alisos Water
District, 20996 Marin, was listed on the Haznet database that records facility and
manifest data. The waste category was listed as oil/water separation sludge, waste oil
and mixed oil, aqueous solution with less than 10% total organic residues, unspecified
oil-containing waste, paint sludge, other organic solids, alkaline solution without metals
(pH = 12.5), off-specification, aged, or surplus inorganics, other inorganic solid waste,
unspecified solvent mixture waste, and laboratory waste chemicals. Based on the site
usage of 20996 Marin as an IRWD administrative office, it is likely that these wastes
were associated with the IRWD Baker Filtration Plant located on the property at 21082
Wisteria. The waste manifests reviewed for 21082 Wisteria at the Orange County Health
Care Agency (OCHCA) are consistent with the wastes listed above as reported in the
EDR" Radius Report. Based on the interviews stating that no hazardous materials were
known to have been used on the subject property, the site history, and the files reviewed,
this listing is considered to have low potential to negatively impact the subject property.

Offsite

The adjacent properties to the northwest are occupied by office parks and to the north by
office/warchouse business parks. Sunstate Equipment Company is located to the east of the
subject property, at the castern terminus of Indian Ocean Drive. Between the proposed
residential and public facilities (City Hall) portion of the subject property to the north and
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the proposed park to the south, there exists two large water UST reservoirs, two water
ASTS, and IRWD support structures (warchouses and former maintenance yard). The
remaining adjacent sites consist of vacant land and residential dwellings.

A LUST was listed in the EDR® Radius Report and Geotracker for Los Alisos Water
District, 21082 Wisteria, located approximately 500 feet south of the planned residential
development. A release was discovered on August 30, 1989 during tank closure
activities and was reportedly diesel fuel oil and additives that affected soil only. The case
was closed on February 28, 1990. Based on the location, the closed status of the UST,
and that it affected soils only, it is expected to have low potential to negatively impact the
subject property.

The V.P. Baker Filtration Plant, Palmwood North of Peachwood, was listed as operating
three USTs. Two of the USTs were reported to have been 1,000 gallons in capacity and
installed in 1980, one containing unleaded fuel and the other premium fuel. The
installation date of the third UST was not reported and it was listed as a 1,000 gallon
UST containing diesel fuel. The removal dates for the USTs were not listed.

The IRWD did not provide any information regarding present or former USTs located on
the subject property or at the maintenance facility located at 21082 Wisteria. There was
no information regarding these USTs on file with the OCHCA. The OCHCA only had
records pertaining to a 600 gallon waste water UST that was removed from the Baker
Filtration Plant located at 21082 Wisteria in 2002. In addition, the previous LUST listing
indicated that a diesel UST was removed in 1989, soils were impacted, and the case was
closed in 1990. No information was available regarding soil testing when the three USTs
were removed; however, it appears that the former USTs were likely located at 21082
Wisteria, the IRWD (former Baker Filtration Plant) maintenance area, It is unlikely that
these USTs were located on the subject property and they are expected to have a low
probability to adversely affect the subject property.

Data Gaps

ASTM E 1527-05 requires review of standard historical sources (SHS) at approximate five-
year intervals [rom at least 1940 to the present, or the earliest development of the site. The
availability of extensive historical information varies significantly between locations and it
is common to have gaps in the data for one or more of the periods where historical property
uses are unknown or uncertain. There is also a potential for unidentified uses to have
occurred between data points, or prior to the ecarliest acquired data. The carliest data
acquired for the subject property indicating past property usage was from 1938. There were
<7
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intermittent gaps throughout the data collected, where historical property uses are unknown
or uncertain.

There are data gaps regarding USTs at the maintenance facility of the Baker Filtration Plant
located at 21082 Wisteria. At least two former USTs were located at the maintenance
facility, a water tank and a diesel UST that had a release to soil but has obtained regulatory
closure. The EDR™ Radius Report listed three USTs operating at the V.P. Baker Filtration
Plant, Palmwood North of Peachwood. The exact location, removal dates, and soil sample
status is unknown regarding these USTs. However, an individual’s contact information has
not been provided to Leighton that was familiar with the maintenance facility and may have
knowledge of former USTs, and a call or an owner interview form has not been received
from the IRWD with information regarding the USTs documented at the Baker Filtration
Plant. Based on the historical review of the subject property, it is considered low
probability that these USTs were located on the subject property or that they have the
potential to adversely impact the subject property; however, it is considered a significant
data gap.

A User Interview Form has not been received. Lewis Investment Homes have not indicated
knowledge of any environmental concerns associated with the subject property and this
data gap is not expected to alter the conclusions or recommendations of this report;
although, any specialized knowledge or known valuation reduction for environmental
concerns that would alter the conclusions or recommendations of this report should be
reported to Leighton, and an addendum issued.

It appears that the subject property has been used previously for agricultural purposes and
that pesticides may have been used. Lewis Investment Homes indicated that the IRWD
may have information regarding previous agricultural usage, such as whether or not
pesticides were used and the location and type of crops. No additional information was
provided to Leighton; however, if there is information of this nature it may limit the arcas
recommended for pesticide sampling.
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8.0 OPINION
8.1  Onsite

It is Leighton’s opinion that no items have been identified onsite that would adversely
impact the subject property with the exception of past site usage for agricultural purposes
with possible pesticide use in the areas of proposed residential development.

8.2  Offsite

It is Leighton’s opinion that no offsite locations were identified that would adversely
impact the subject property.
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9.0 CONCLUSIONS

Leighton has performed a Phase I ESA in accordance with the scope and limitations of ASTM
Practice E 1527-05 of the proposed residential development, public facilities, and park at the
former Irvine Ranch Water District (IRWD), Lake Forest, California, the subject property. No
data gaps that are expected to alter the conclusions or recommendations of this report were
identified by Leighton. Exceptions to, or deletions from this practice are described in Section
1.5 of this report. This assessment has revealed no evidence of RECs in connection with the
property with the exception of the following:

* The historical agricultural use of the subject property indicates possible pesticide use.
Based upon the findings of this Phase 1 ESA, Leighton recommends:

e Perform sampling of near surface soils to determine if agricultural use has impacted the
subsurface soil,

In general, observations should be made during any future development activities for features of
concern or arcas of possible contamination such as, but not limited to, the presence of
underground facilities, buried debris, waste drums, tanks, soil staining or odorous soils. Further
investigation and analysis may be necessary, should such materials be encountered.
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10.0 DEVIATIONS

Leighton did not deviate from or alter the scope of work, as defined in Section 1.3 of this report.
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11.0 ADDITIONAL SERVICES

Leighton did not perform any work outside the scope of work as defined in Section 1.3 of this
report.

property transfer is complete. A community reuse plan was prepared and

submitied o the Department of the Navy (DON) in 1998, The reuse plan proposed

{0 use Former MCAS El Tora for a commercial airport as wall as for other public
uses including schools, parks, wildlife refuges, golf courses, homeless
senvices, and commerciallighl-industrial uses. The 1996 plan was refined by
the 1999 Airpor Systerm Master Plan, which incorporated airport planning
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aclivilies that resulled in some land use areas being redefined. The DON and

{he Federal Aviation Administration are evaluating this proposed reusa of

Former MCAS El Toro and other alternatives in Lheir jaint envirenmantal impact
statemenl Former MCAS El Toro lies wilhin the Irving Forebay | Groundwaler
Subbasin {Invine Subbasin), which has been designated by the California
Regional Water Quality Contral Board (RWOCEB) Santa Ana Region as a public waler
supply source. The regional aquifer at Sites 18 and 24 is not currenily a

source of municipal drinking water bacause of widespread elevaled
cencentralions of tolaldissolved solids (TDS) and nitrates (hat excead waler
quality standards; however, groundwaler near the Station is used for

agriculiure. On-Siation irigation well 18_TIC055, al the western end of the
easl-weast runway, is connected to the regional irrigation distribution systom

Eight other irrigation wells are located in the vicinity of the Station. Wall
1BJITICOSS is screened in the principal aquifer upgradient of the principal

aquifer VOO pluma and, because of ils upgradient localion, does nolexiracl
groundwater from the principal aguifer VOC plume. Well 18_ET1 extracls waler
from an area within the TCE plume. Although a risk assessment performed by the
Crange County Water District (OCWD) in 1986 showed that the waler from Lhis
well doasnol represent an unacceplable human health risk, the extracted
groundwater is treated using air slripping to remove VOCs before il is

discharged for irrigation. The neares! drinking-water well (Tustin Walnul Well)

is located al the intersection of Redhill and Walnut, approximately 2.5 miles

from lhe leading edge of the TCE plume; however, the well is not hydraulically
downgradient of the plumea. The nearest downgradient drinking-water well (Dyer
Road Well #3) is 3.2 miles from the leading edge ofthe plume. In addition, the
Irvine Ranch Water District (IRWD) plans to acquire well 18JTIC106, located
approximately 1 mile lrom the leading edge of the plume, as a drinking-waler
welLEnvirenmental remediation aclivities at Former MCASEI Toro are performed
under the Installation Restoration Program (IRP). The IRF was developed in 1980
by the Depariment of Defense (DoD) lo comply with federal guidelines 1o manage
and confrod contamination from pasl hazardous waste disposal actions. The first
indicalion of contamination al the Stalion occurred during rouling waler

quality monitoring in 1985, when QCWD discovered TCE in groundwater al an
irrigation well approximately 3,000 feel downgradient of Former MCAS El Toro

In 1985, he DON beagan lo work on an initial assessmenlt study (1AS) 1o locale
polentially contaminated siles on the Station, This work was conducled for the
Maval Facilities Engineering Command under the Mavy Assessmeni and Control of
Instaflation Pollutants Program, which was the DON version of the Department of
Defense (DoD) IRP at thal time. The |AS report identified 17 siles as potenial
sources of contamination, The repor also identified polentially conlaminated
sites based on the resulls of record searches and employes inlenviews and
recommended sampling locations and analylical parameters to assess lha
suspecled contamination.in 1987, the Marine Corps conlracted for a review of
Ihe LAS 1o produce a sile inspection plan of action (SIPOA). The SIPOA,
released in August 1988, recommended 19 sites for study and amended Ihe site
sampling plans proposed in the |AS repart. This SIPOA report was the basis for
a sampling and analysis plan for the remedial investigation (RI)Teasibility

study (F5) sites.In July 1987, while the SIPOA study was under way, RWQCH Santa
Ana Region issued a Cleanup and Abalemen! Order (CAO) to the Marine Corps
requiring the Station fo iniliate a perimeter groundwater VOO investigation and
submil a draft report, Becausethe investigation revealed VOCs in the shallow
groundwater unil near fhe Station boundary, an interim groundwater pump and
treatment system was installed at this boundary. Belween June 1989 and
Septembar 1993, the system pumped and treated groundwater from fhree extraction
wells al approximately 30 gallons par minule (gpm). Ovar the life of the

syslem, reported concentralions of TCE in the influenl were aboul 10 to 160
micrograms per liter (ug/L) and reported concentrations of PCE were 25 to 100
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uglL. The extracted groundwaler was trealed with a granular aclivated carbon
(GAC) trealment system and used lo irfgate the Stalion golf course, On 13

April 1993, RWQCB rescinded the CAQ, because (he required aclions were complate
and because the DO had entered inlo a Federal Facilities Agreement (FFA) o
investigate and remediate envirenmental impacts associated wilh past and

presant activities at Former MCAS El Toro, In Septembar 1993, the pump and
Ireatment syslem was shul down In June 1988, LS, EPA recommended adding Farmer
MCAS El Toro io the Nalional Prioriies List (NPL) because of VOC conlamination
al the Station boundary and in the agricultural wells west of the Station.

Former MCAS El Toro was added to the NPL on 15 February 1990, In Oclober 1990,
Ihe Marine Corps/DON signed an FFA with LS. EPA Region 9, California
Depariment of Health Services {now raferred fo as the OTSC), and RWOCE Santa
Ana Region. The Base Realignment and Closure (BRAC) Cleanup Team (BCT) is
responsible for implementing the FFA. The BCT consists of representatives from
the DOM Southwest Division Naval Facilities Engineering Command (SWDIV), U5
EPA, DTSC, and RWOCE Santa Ana Region. The leam was established lo manage and
eoordinateenvironmental restoration and compliance programs related to the
closure and disposal of Former MCAS El Toro by July 1993 EPA OU-01: Basewide
GroundwaterSite 18, the regicnal groundwaler volatile organic compound (VOC)
plume, is defined as the area where TCE concenlrations are greater than 5 ugil

in the principal aquifer. Sile 18 is downgradient of Site 24 and is lecated

enlirely off-Station, The contaminated groundwater of Sile 18 originates in the
shallow aquifer at Site 24, migrates inlo the principal aquifer near the

soulhweslarn Station boundary, and extends inlo the principal aquifer

off-Stalien approximately 3 miles to the west benealh the city of lrvine. The
average width of the off-Station VOC plume is approximalely 1/2 mile, VOC
conlamination reaches depths of 450 feel bgs in some areas.Land above the Site
18 groundwaiter plume has historically been used for agricullural activities.
However, recently the land use has changed to mixed-use with agricullural,
residential, and commercial areas, The agricullural land use has likely

contributed lo the reporledly elevaled concentrations of tolal dissolved solids
(TDS) and nitrate that is found throughoul the basin, bul il is not responsible

for the extensive YOG contaminalion that originaled at Site 24, Groundwaler from
Site 18 is also used to supply two arfificlal surface waler bodies, Norlh Lake

and South Lakes, and the childrens’ wading pools associaled with each lake, The
lakes are used for recreation,including boaling, sailing, fishing, and wading.

Site 24 is iocated in the southwestern quadrant of Former MCAS EI Toro. The

site is highly indusirialized and conlains two large alrcrafl hangars

{Buildings 296 and 297) and several smaller buildings thal were used for

aircralt and vehicle maintenance and repair. The Site 24 surface cover consists

of unpaved open ground, asphall, and concrete. Most of the sile (170 acres) is
paved. Asphall-covered areas weare used primarily for access roads and parking
lots for mililary and personal vehicles, Concrele covers Lhe areas where most

of the industrial activities at Site 24 have been conducted, including slabs

for Bulldings 296 and 297 {Ihe two aircralt hangars), Building 295 (the

heficopter hangar), and Building 324 {the former engine test facility). A

nelwark ol storm drains collects rainwaler from the paved surlaces of Site 24
When industrial activities were conducled at Site 24, waslewaler generaled from
the concrele-pavedareas would also have been iransporied via this netwark. The
nelwark discharges lo Agua Chinon Wash on the gastern porfion of the site and
Bee Canyon Wash on the western portion, near the Station boundaries in these
Ipcations. Indusirial aclivities at Sile 24, such as dusi suppression wilh wasie
liquids, paint stripping, degreasing, vehicle and aircrall washing, and waste
disposal practices, involved the use of solvents containing VOCs such as
trichloroethylene (TCE) and letrachloroethene (PCE) Waste solvents may have
reached the surface or subsurface throuah leakage, runoff, storm drains, or

direct application lo the soil and are believed lo be tha source of VOCs in the
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regional groundwater. The precise origin, nalure, and use of TCE released al

the sile and the circumstances and quantities of individual releases are nol
documenled, TCE usage at Former MCAS El Toro is believed to have been
discontinued in the mid-1970s The shallow groundwater plume associated with

Site 24 onginales at this site and exlends off-Station approximately 1o Sand

Canyon Avenue, Calewlations performed during the Phase Il remeadial

investigation (Rl) showed thal the concentrations of VOCs present in deeper
subsurface soil al Site 24 were high encugh lo comMaminate groundwaler to

levels above drinking water standards. Groundwaler conlamination, where prasent
beneath Sites 7, B, 9, 10, 11, 12, 22, and 25, has its origin at Site 24 The

Irvine Desalter Project (IDP) is a local project prompled by a 1984ragional
groundwaler sludy that showed inorganic constituents, mainly TDS and nitrates
watre migrating from the Irvine area loward the main portion of the Orange

County groundwater basin. The Irvine area's relatively poor quality of

groundwater is mosily aliribulable 1o local geology and agricultural practices.

After later sludies idenlified VOCs, primarily TCE, in area groundwater, the

IDP was madifiad to address VOCs in addition to TDS and nitrates The [DP is
baing designed to meet all federal and stale drinking-waler standards. The QCWD
and IRWD have entered into an agreement thal covers design, construction,
operation, and funding of the project. The OCWD is responsible for the

planning, right-af-way acquisition, design,and construction of project

facilities, with full participation by IRWD. IRWD will operate |he project

facilities In June 2001, the DOM and the Department of Justice (DOJ), on behall

of the Marine Corps, OCWD, and IRWD reached an agreement on how the IDP could
fulfill the DON's obligation 1o remediate VOCs while achieving the OCWD and
IRWD objectives of trealing groundwater containing high concenlrations of TOS

and nitrates to provide a drinking- and reclaimed-water supply from the

mincipal aquifer. A setliemenl agreement apportioning costs for the IDP
componens was signed by the OCWD on 13 June 2001, by IRWD on 18 June 2001, by
the DOM on 18 July 2001, and by DOJ on 07 September 2001, A Record of Decision
{ROD) addressing groundwaler contaminalion at Sites 18 and 24 was signed in
June 2002, The DON's selected remedy uses the IDP as the key component of tha
groundwaler trealment system for VOC removal at Sites 18 and 24. The Orange
Counfy Water District (OCWD), Ivine Ranch Water District (IRWD), and the
Setlling Federal Agencies (SFA) comprised of the U.S. Depariment of Justice
(DOJ) and the Deparimant of Navy (DON) reached a Settlement Agreemen! regarding
the Modified Irvine Desaller Project (IDP) to accept and treal groundwater from

Site 24 and (he PA for VOC removal. Trealmani of extracled groundwatar
cantaminated with VOCs is considered the CERCLA Component of the Modified IDP
Groundwaler exiracted from the SGU will be conveyed by DON o a point of
connection 1o be lecated al the MCAS El Toro boundary. Al the painl of
connection, IRWD will accepl the water and transporl it to Lhe Modified IDP far
treatmant This Seftlamant Agreement was incorporaled as par of the Final
Groundwater ROD, The agresment provides thal the United States will bear the
VOC treatment costs, and OCWD and IRWD will continue to bear the cosls
associaled with reclaimed water supply treatment requiremeants, including those

for tetal dissolved solids and nitrales. The agreement specifies the quanlity

and qualily of conlaminaled waler that can be Ireated by the Madified IDP An
Explanaticn of Significant Differences addressing Operable Unit 1 was compieted
in March 2006 EPA OU-02: Site 24 Sod VOC Source AreaSile 24 is localed in the
southwesl quadrant of Former MCAS El Toro, Indusirial aclivities al Site 24,

such as dust suppression with waste fiquids, paint siripping, degreasing,

vehicle and aircrafl washing, and wasle disposal praclices invelved the use of
solvents containing VOCs such as trichloroethene (TCE) and letrachloroethene
{PCE). Wasle solvents may have reached the surface or subsurface through
leakage, runofi, storm drain llow, or direct application to the sail. The

precise origin, nalure, and use of TCE released at the site and the
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circumstances and quantities of individual releases are nol documenied. TCE
usage al Former MCAS El Toro is believed 1o have been disconlinued in the
mid-1870s Site 24 encompasses approximately 200 acres. The site slopes to the
wes! from an elevation of aboul 320 feel above mean sea level (MSL) at the
intersection of the easl-wes! and north south runways to approximalely 240 feel
above MSL near the end of the easi-west runway, The sile is largely
indusinialized and conlains two large aircrall hangars (Buildings 296 and 297)
and several smaller buildings that ware used for aircraft and vehicle

maintenance and repair, Maintenance aclivilies (e.g., degreasing) thal occurred
within these buildings may have confributed to the VOC contamination presenl al
the site.(n the basis of currenl local zoning, the fulure use of Site 24 is
designaled as recreational and institutional. Former MCAS E| Toro lies wilhin

the Irvine Groundwaler Managemeant Zone, which has been designated by Santa Ana
RWOQCE as a public water supply scurce. The regional aquiler beneath Former MCAS
El Toro is not currenlly a scurce of municipal drinking waler because of
widespread elevated concentrations of total dissolved solids and nitrates that
exceed waler qualily standards; however, groundwaler in the vicinity of the
Station is used for agricultural purposes. The horizontal and vertical extent of
YOCs in the vadose zone was characlerized using Phase | and Phase |1 soil and
=il gas analytical resulls. Thi results confirmed that, at the fime of the R,

a primary TCE source area was present beneath Buildings 296 and 297, This
source area extended vertically lo groundwaler diraclly beneath those

buildings, with the highast conceniralions near he waler lable. The trend of
inereasing concentration with depth suggested a depleting source al the

surface, which is cansistent with the end of TCE usage in approximately

1975, The maximum concentration of TCE reporled in soil during the Phase 11 Rl
was 190 micrograms per kilogram (ug'kg), compared with a concentration of 400
ugfkg during the Phase | invesligation. TCE in soil gas was reparted al
concentrations up 1o 6,120 ug/L. This exceads the conceniration in equilibrivm
with TCE-contaminated groundwaler and indicates thal an aclive mechanism
existed 1o transfer TCE in the vadose zone to groundwaler,In addition o TCE,
other chlorinaled VOCs, such as PCE, carbon letrachloride, and related organic
chemicals, were also repored in soil at Site 24, bul with less frequency and

al much lower concenlrations. 1,1,2-Trichloro-1,2,2-triflucroethane {Freon 113)
had a soil gas volume nearly as large as (hat of TCE, bul was nol considerad a
threat to groundwater due to refatively low concentralions and toxicity. Soil

Wapor Extraction (SVE) was selected for vadose zone remediation in an inlerim
ROD thal was finalized in September 1997, Transfer and instaliation of the SVE
systam wsed al Morton AFB was completed in 1998, In January 1999, the remedial
design for the SVE system was completed and operational testing of the cenlral
treatment system remediation equipment began, Actual remedial aclion starled in
March 1999 wilh the use of portable SVE syslems lo exlracl VOCs from existing
SVE wellz, The central Ireatment syslem operation and installation of the

initial phase of additional SVE wells and the associaled vapor conveyance

piping began in May 1993 By the end of 1934, significant progress had been made
in remediating the vadose zone, and vapor concentrations in all the SVE wells
ware below the soll gas cleanup (Ihresholbd) levels. Rebound testing ol existing
SVE wells and instaliation of supplemental SVE wells (lo confirm thal sod gas
cleanup goals had been achieved throughoul the soil gas plume) were completed
in Agpril 2000, In June 2001, a draft closure repor for saoil al Site 24 was

issued. This repor is expected 1o be finalized in spring 2002. Remediation of

soil al Site 24 will be discussed further in the final ROD for the Site 24

vadose zone Al the time that the SVE system was shul down, TCE and PCE
concentrations in the vadose zone source area were reduced lo below the final
soil gas threshold concentrations set forth in the Interim ROD. Additionally,
altainment of closure goals was confirmed by closure sampling conducted 7
manths after shutdown. Between the star of pilol scale testing (Aprl 1995)

206 EPA OU-03: Soil al Site &, 11, and 125ites B and 12 are currently being
evalualed Site 11 is located in the soulhwest quadranl of the MCAS EI Toro and
is comprised of three units. Unit 1 is a concrele pad that is about 30 leel by

30 feel in size with a strip of ground adjacent lo il Unil 2 is an asphall

lined drainage ditch, while Unil 3 is the remainder of the unpaved lenced

storage yard behind Building 369. A Record of Decision was completed for Site
11 in September 1999 EPA OU-04: Sites 2 & 17 LandfillsSites 2 and 17 are
lecated in undeveloped areas, in the foothills of the Santa Ana Mountains, in
theeastarn portion of MCAS El Toro. Site 2 occupies approximalely 27 acres and
is siluated between Borego Canyon Wash and one of ils tributaries. The site

= situated al an elevation approximately 500 feel above mean sea lavel and is
bisected by a man-made drainage channel thal trends in a norfheast-southwest
direction. Site 2 is bounded on the west by Magazine Road and a dirl road runs
along the southem and eastern boundary. The operalional landfill was used

from the late 19505 until about 1980. Uniil recently, unauthorized dispasal

has oceurred on an intermittent basis in Areas C1, C2, and D2 During the

1970's, all solid waste lrom MCAS El Toro and some waste from MCAS Tustin ware
disposed in the Sile 2 operalional landfill. The suspected lypes of waste

include construction debris, municipal waste, batteries, waste oils, hydraulic
fluids, paint residues, transformers, and waste soivents. I1is also possible

that equipment painted with radium paint, or other low-level radiological

materials consistent with Station operations, could have been disposed into the
Site 2 landfill. The landfill is not being used currently and has become

overgrown with shrubs and grasses, including a few individual plants of coastal
sage scrub, which serves as habitat for the Califomia gnatcalcher, a fedarally
fisted (hreatened species. A Nl covar of unknown thickness has been placed
over the landfill. Site 17 occupies approximately 11 acres in a canyon west of

the Magazine Road Landfill. The site is localed in a small canyon and exlends
beyond the canyon mouth anlo a flal, weed-covered field formerly used for
agriculture. At its lower end, the landfill elevation is aboul 440 faet above

mean sea lavel; al ils upperend in the canyon, the elevation is aboul 570 feel
above mean sea level. The landfill is covered with sparse vegelalion and
varying amounls of fill. AL the time of the Phase Il remedial investigation

(A1), refuse was visible al several locations and the former wash in the canyon
was largely chscured by refuse and soil from the excavation of an adjacent
hilltop. The Site 17 landfill was actively used from 1981 1o 1983 as a

Stationwide disposal lacility. The site boundaries represent the operational

area ol the landfill. Aeral photographs indicate that landfilling activities

wera under way as early as 1970 and continued thraugh 1986, Suspecled wasle
types disposed al the sile include domestic wasle and rubble, cooking grease,
oits and fuels from sumps, and emply drums. Repodedly, any lype of waslo
gonerated al MCAS El Tora may have been disposed al the landfill. 1t is also
possible thal equipment painted with radium painl, or other low-level

radiological materials consislent with Station operations, could have been
disposed into the Site 17 landfill, From 1996 to 1997, remaval actlions were
underaken at Siles 2 and 17. Actions included fencing the sites, removing
drums and other debris from lhe surface of the landfill, and constructing
drainage fealures lo reduce the erosion that had been aocurring al both

sides. Sites 2 and 17 were addressed in an inferim ROD that was signed in July
2000. The ROD was interim because it presented the selected remedial action for
only vadose zone soil at Site 2 and for vadose zone soil and groundwaler al

Site 17. Remediation of groundwater at Site 2 will be addressed in the final
ROD. A radiological survey was conducted at Sites 2 and 17 in August lhrough
October 2001, The final RODwall also summanze the resulls of the survey and
address radiological contamination, if any, al both Sites 2 and 17 EPA OU.05
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Sites 3 & 5 LandfillsSites 3 and 5 will be addressed in an OU-2C ROD thal is
expected io be issued to the public in 2002 EPA OU-6: Mo Further Action
SilesSites 4, 6.9, 10, 13, 15, 18, 20. 21, and 22 were investigaled, found Lo
cantain no unacceptable risks 1o human health or the environmen!, and
recommended for no action, These sites were addressed along with Sile 25 in the
signed no action ROD, dated Seplember 1897, EPA OU-0F: Sites 7 & 14 - No
Further ActionSites 7 and 14 were addressed in a no action ROD that was signed
in June 2001, EPA OL-08: Sie 1 EOD RangeSite 1 is a former explosiveordnance
dizposal (EQD) range. A site-specific perchlorate investigation al this sile

showed thal perchlorate was present above stale and federal provisional aclion
lavels (PALs) at only one well, located in approximately the center of the

site. Perchlorate was also present in 4 of 42 soil samples. However, none of

ihe repored concentralions exceeded residential or industrial preliminary
remediation goals. The evaluation of radionuclides confirmed that the
radionuclides in groundwater at Former MCAS El Toro are naturally occurring and
are nol due to historicsl activities conducled al the Station EPA OU-09: Site

16 Burn PitsSite 16, Crash Crew Training Pit No. 2, is located in the norlhwest
guadrant of Former MCAS El Tora. The sile consists of three units. Unit 1, Pits
Perimeter Area is an approximately 320- by 260-loot oval-shaped area comprising
a buffer zone surrounding three pits thal were used for firefighler training
meercises. During the operalional life of Site 16, this area was regularly

tilled as a fire-contral measure, Unit 2, Main Fire-Fighting Pits, consists of

thrae unlined earthen pits situated within the boundary of Unit 1. The largest

pit, which was used for mosi of {he training exercises and is still present at

the site, is roughly circular (approximately 67 feel in diameter), and 2 to 3

feel deep. The residual fluids pit, located abouwt 40 feet south of the main pil

and connecled lo it by a buried pipe, Is approximately 12 feel wide, 35 fesl

lang, and 4 1o 5 feet deep. The smaller third pit, roughly 10 feel by 3 faet,

was used for training with handhald fire extinguishers. The pits have not been
used since 1985, and the residual Nuids and handheld fire-fightingtraining

pits have been filled to the surrounding grade Unit 3, Drainage Channel, is a

law drainage swale located northwest of the pits. It slopes toward and

terminales al a storm draln inlel near tha inlersection of El Toro Boulevard

and closed Runway 21. This unil was recommended for no further action in the RI
Report for Site 16.The ground surface af Site 16 consists of bara soil with

partial vegelation cover in the area surrounding the main burn pit and along

the drainage ditch. The bottem of the burn pit itsell is bare soil, discolored

as a result al the historical activities al this sile. The former residual

fuids pit has been parfially covered by Ihe asphall pavemnant surrounding the
current concrete-inod crash crew training pils located immediately south of

Site 18, Surface drainage from the sile appears (o flow northwest to a slorm
drain, which evenlually discharges inlo Bee Canyon Wash. The regional aquifer
beneath Former MCAS El Toro is not currently a source of municipal drinking
water because of widespread elevated concentrations of lotal dissolved solids
(TDS) and nitrates thal exeesd water quality standards; however, groundwaler in
the vicinity of the Slation is used for agricultural purposes Between 1972 and
1985, Site 16 was vsed by Former MCAS El Toro crash crews as a training area
for firefighlers. Contamination al the sile originated from residual luels and
combustible Muids thal were placed in fire-fighling pits, ignited, and

extinguished using water or fire extinguishers during fira-fighting practice
sessions. Contaminants within the unlined pits have infillrated the soil and,
aventually, migrated into the groundwater. The primary medium of concern at Sile
16 is groundwater, which is found at approximately 160 feet below ground
surface (bgs). The only chemical of concern in groundwaler is trichloroathena
(TCE}). TCE is presenl al concantrations above drinking water standards in a
plume extending from approximately 200 feet upgradient of ihe main pit to
approximalely 330 feel downgradient of the main pil.

Geoenvironmental studies are commissioned to gain information
aboul environmental condilions on and beneath the surface of a sile.
The more comprehensive the study, the more reliable the assessment
is likely to be. Bul remember; Any such assessmenl is lo a greater or
lesser extent based on professional opinions about conditions thal
cannol be seen or tested. Accordingly, no matter how many data are
developed, risks created by unanticipated conditions will always
remain. Have reafistic expeciations. Work with your geoenvironmental
consultant to manage known and unknown risks. Part of that process
should already have been accomplished, through the risk allocation
provisions you and your geoenvironmental professional discussed
and included in your contracl’s general terms and conditions. This
docurment is intended o explain some of the concepts thal may be
included in your agreement, and o pass along information and sug-
gestions to help you manage your risk.

Beware of Change; Keep Your Geoenvironmental

Professional Advised

The design of a geoenvironmental study considers a variety of factors

that are subject to change. Changes can undermine the applicability

of a repont’s findings, conclusions, and recommendalions. Advise

your gecenvironmental professional about any changes you become

aware of, Geoenviranmental prolessionals cannot accepl responsibili-

ty or liability for problems thal occur because a report fails to consid-

er conditions that did nol exist when the study was designed. Ask

your geoenvironmental professional about the types of changes you

should be particularly aler to. Some of the most common include:

» modification of the proposed development or ownership group,

= sale or other property transfer,

e replacement of or additions lo the financing entity,

« amendment of existing requlations or introduction of new ones,
or

« changes in the use or condilion of adjacent property.

Should you become aware of any change, do nof rely on a geoenki-
ronmental report, Advise your geoenvironmental professianal imme-
diately; follow the professional’s advice.

Recognize the Impact of Time

A geoenvironmental professional’s findings, recommendations, and
conclusions cannol remain valid indefinitely. The more lime that
passes, the more likely it is that important fatent changes will ocour.
Do not rely on a geoenvironmenial report if foo much time has
elapsed since it was completed. Ask your environmental professional
lo define “too much time." In Ihe case of Phase | Environmental Sile
Assessments (ESAs), for example, more than 180 days alter submis-
sion is generally considered "too much.”

Prepare To Deal with Unanticipated Conditions

The findings, recommendations, and conclusions of a Phase | ESA
report lypically are based on a review of historical information, inter-
views, a site “walkover,” and other forms of noninvasive research.
When sile subsurface conditions are not sampled in any way, the risk
of unanticipated conditions is higher than it would otherwise be.

While borings, installation of monitoring wells, and similar invasive
lest methods can help reduce Ihe risk of unanticipated conditions, do
not avervalue the effectiveness of festing. Testing provides informa-
tion about actual conditions anly at the precise localions where sam-
ples are taken, and only when they are laken. Your geoenvironmental
professional has applied that specilic information to develop a gener-
al opinion about environmental conditions. Actual conditions i areas
not sampled may differ {somelimes sharply) from those predicled in a
report, For example, a sile may contain an unregistered underground
storage tank that shows no surface trace of its exislence. Even condi-
tions in areas that were lested can change, sometimes suddenly, due
1o any number of events, not the least of which include occurrences at
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adjacen! sites. Recognize, loo, that even some conditions in lested
areas may go undiscovered, because the tests or analylical methods
used were designed to detect only those conditions assumed 1o exisl.

Manage your risks by retaining your geoenvironmental professional
to work with you as the project proceeds. Establish a contingency
fund or other means to enable your gecenviranmental professional to
respond rapidly, in order to limit the impact of unforeseen conditions.
And to help prevent any misunderstanding, identify those empowered
lo autharize changes and the administrative procedures that should
be followed.

Do Not Permit Any Other Party To Rely on the Report
Geoenvironmental professionals design their studies and prepare
their reports lo meet the specific needs of the clients who refain them,
in light of the risk managemenl methods that the client and geoenvi-
ronmental professional agree to, and the statutory, regulatory, or olher
requirements thal apply. The study designed for a developer may dif-
fer sharply from one designed for a lender, insurer, public agency...of
even another developer. Unless the report specifically states other-
wise, it was developed for you and only you. Do nol unilaterally per-
mit any other party to rely on il. The repart and the study underlying il
may not be adequate for another party’s needs, and you could be held
liable for shortcomings your gecenvironmental professional was pow-
erless to prevent or anticipate. Inform your geoenvironmental profes-
sional when you know or expect thal someone else—a Ihird-party—
will want to use or rely on the reporl. Do nol permif third-party use or
reliance until you first confer with the geoenvironmenial professional
who prepared the report, Additional testing, analysis, or study may be
required and, in any event, appropriate terms and conditions should
be agreed to 5o both you and your geoenvironmental professional are
pratected from third-party risks. Any parly who relies on a gecenvi-
ronmental report without the express wrillen permission of the pro-
fessional who prepared it and the clien! for whom it was prepared
may be solely liable for any problems that arise.

Avoid Misinterpretation of the Report

Design professionals and other parties may want Lo rely on the report
in developing plans and specifications. They need to be advised, in
writing, that their needs may not have been considered when the
study's scope was developed, and, even if their needs were consid-
ered, they might misinterpret geoenvironmenlal findings, conclu-
sions, and recommendations. Commission your geoenvironmental
professional to explain pertinent elements of the report to others whao
are permitted (o rely on if, and fo review any plans, specilications or
other instruments of professional service thal incorporate any of the
report’s findings, conclusions, or recommendations. Your geoenviron-
mental professional has the best understanding of the issues
involved, including the fundamental assumptions thal underpinned
the study's scope.

Give Contractors Access to the Report

Reduce the risk of delays, claims, and disputes by giving contraclors
access to the full report, providing that it is accompanied by a letter
of transmittal that can protect you by making it unquestionably clear
that: 1) the study was not conducted and the report was not prepared
for purposes of bid development, and 2) the findings, conclusions,
and recommendations included in the report are based on a variely of
opinions, inferences, and assumptions and are subject lo inlerprela-
tion. Use the letter to also advise contractors to consull with your
geoenvironmental professional to oblain clarifications, interpretations,
and guidance (a fee may be required for this service), and that—in
any event—they should conduct additional studies 1o obtain the spe-
cific type and extent of information each prefers for preparing a bid or
cost estimate. Providing access to the full report, with the appropri-
ale caveals, helps prevent formation of adversarial attitudes and
claims of concealed or differing conditions. Il a conltractor elects lo
ignore the warnings and advice in the letter of transmiltal, it would do
so at its own risk. Your geoenvironmental professional should be able
to help you prepare an effective lelter.

Do Not Separate Documentation from the Report
Geoenvironmental reports often include supplemental documentation,
such as maps and copies of regulatory files, permits, registrations,
citations, and correspondence with regulatory agencies. If subsurface
explorations were performed, the report may contain final boring logs
and copies of laboratory data. If remediation activities occurred on
site, the report may include: copies of daily field reports; waste mani-
fests; and information about the disturbance of subsurface malerials,
the type and thickness of any fill placed on sile, and fill placement
practices, among other types of documentation. Do not separate sup-
plemental documentation from the report. Do nol, and do not permit
any other party to redraw or modify any of the supplemental docu-
mentation for incorporation into other professionals’ instruments of
SErVice.

Understand the Role of Standards

Unless they are incorporaled into stalules or regulations, standard
practices and standard guides developed by the American Sociely for
Testing and Materials (ASTM) and other recognized standards-devel-
oping organizations (SDOs) are little more than aspirational methods
agreed to by a consensus of a committee. The commiltees that devel-
op standards may not comprise Ihose best-qualified to establish
methods and, no matter what, no standard method can possibly con-
sider the infinite client- and project-specific variables that fly in the
face of the theoretical “standard conditions™ to which standard prac-
tices and standard guides apply. In fact, these variables can be so
pronounced that geoenvironmental professionals who comply with
every directive of an ASTM or other standard procedure could run
afoul of local custom and practice, thus violating the standard of care.
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Accordingly, when geoenvironmental professionals indicate in their
reports that they have performed a service “in general compliance”
with one standard or another, it means they have applied professional
judgement in creating and implementing a scope of service designed
for the specific client and project involved, and which follows some
of the general precepts laid out in the referenced standard. To the
extent that a report indicales “general compliance” with a standard,
you may wish to speak with your geoenvironmental professional

to learn more about what was and was not done. Do nof assume

a given standard was followed to the lefter Research indicates

that that seldom is the case.

Realize That Recommendations May Not Be Final

The technical recommendations included in a oeoenvironmental
report are based on assumptions about actual conditions, and so are
preliminary or lentative. Final recommendations can be prepared only
by observing actual conditions as they are exposed. For thal reason,
you should retain the geoenvironmental professional of record lo
observe construction andfor remediation activilies on sile, to permit
rapid response to unanticipated conditions. The gecenvironmental
professional who prepared the report cannot assume responsibility
or fiabilily for the report’s recommendations if that professional is
not retained o observe refevan sile operations.

Understand That Geotechnical Issues Have Not Been Addressed
Unless geotechnical engineering was specifically included in the
scope of professional service, a report is not likely o relate any find-
ings, conclusions, or recommendations about the suitability of sub-
surface malerials for construction purposes, especially when sile
remediation has been accomplished through the removal, replace-
ment, encapsulation, or chemical reatmenl of on-site soils. The

equipment, techniques, and testing used by geatechnical engineers
differ markedly from those used by gecenvironmental professionals;
their education, training, and experience are also significantly differ-
ent. If you plan to build on the subject site, but have not yet had a
geotechnical engineering study conducled, your geoenvironmental
professional should be able to provide guidance about the next sleps
you should take. The same firm may provide the services you need.

Read Responsibility Provisions Closely

Geoenvironmental studies cannot be exact: they are based on profes-
sional judgement and opinion. Nonetheless, some clients, contractors,
and others assume geoenvironmental reports are or certainly should
be unerringly precise. Such assumplions have credted unrealistic
expectations that have led to wholly unwarranted claims and dispules.
To help prevent such problems, geoenvironmental professionals have
developed a number of report provisions and contract terms that
explain who is responsible for what, and how risks are to be allocated.
Some people mistake these for "exculpatory clauses.” that is, provi-
sions whose purpose is to transfer one party's rightful responsibilities
and liabilities to someone else, Read the responsibility provisions
included in a report and in the contract you and yaur geoenvironmental
professional agreed to. Responsibilily provisions are not “boiler-
piate.” They are importan.
